In fact, the president wants a $25.9 billion cuf in 
domestic social programs and a J33.1 billion jncrease 
in defense spending.

We support the concept of whittling down the 
federal bureaucracy and cutting red tape. We would 
support shifting of some programs to the' states, 

Srp.vided there Is enough revenue, initially, to prevent 
lose programs from collapsing all together. 
We also support a strong national defense and agree 
It need s to be a pr iority. But at the excense of 




everything else? Mr. Reagan can't have his cake and 
eat it too — not under these economic conditions. 

Thfr president, -who-onceTiromised-to balance the 
budget by 1984, has done an about face and tells us big 
deficits aren't so bad. But this means the government 
will have to keep borrowing money and that means no, 
relief from high interest rates. 

Under such a scenario, it is getting rather difficult 
to see how Reaganomics will work. Kconomlsts, who 
once hoped for an economic rebound after the first - 
quarter, now are saying "later this year — maybe." 

The president has pinned a great deal of hope on the 
10 percent tax cut that takes effect July 1. That might 
be too long to wait — particularly it unemployment 
worsens in tlie montlis ahead. Congress will come 
under enormous pressme'tvdo sometMng, and this Is 
an election year. ' 

The battle lines already are drawn. Mr. Reagan's 
rhetoric recognizes that. Unfortunately, his approach 
to the 1983 budget does not.

Prohlem pigeons prefer urban perches

: ■ ■ "But as virtually every "clty can attKtrUielVIIchlgan ' 
-village hardly can claim any uniqueness when it 
-T-comcB to plgeons.-'nielr-bobblng heads, their cooing - 
...and r:_jnost noliceably — their droppings, are 
. everywhere. Twin Falls is no exception, as a resident 
recently pointed out in a letter published in The 
Times-News. 

In short, wrote 'Carolyn Baird, something ought to 
be done about the pigeon splotches blighting the 
exterior ol the downtown Mall Cinema. Roy Roper, 
the theater's owner, promptly replied that he's tried 
to get rid of the birds and their messes, but his 
attempts have failed. 

Pigeons, which have been linked with diseases In 
major cities, are persistent. And there arc plenty of 
unsuccessful experiments to prove it. 
. Since owls prey on pigeons, personnel at a New 
Tork City museum tried placing rubber owls on 
ledges. But after a day, the pigeons got used to the 

decoys and sat on tbeh- heads. 

• -Another "projecfin New York, wKlch lias a law" 
against feeding pigeons, Involved distributing grain 
soaked in a birth-control fluid, but at an annual cost of 



SI per bird, officials saw little likelihood of controlling 
the city's estimated S million pigeons. 

- On-thD-global-front.-Parls -pigeons- have been 
trapped in nets, with scant success. 

The pigeon population may be smaller in Twin Fails 
than in urban centers, but it's a problem, nonetheless, 
says John Roper, whose apparel store, Roper's, is 
across from the Mall Cinema. 

"We'd like to solve lt,!!Jloper says. "They're a 
problem on our building, too. Our basic approach has 
been to put up protective wire to make it an 
unattractive place (or them to roost. Bui that lust 
"sends ihcratoanotherbulldingT' 

A nearby beautician says customers have emerged 

- from her salon, only to have their newly colffurcd hair 
sprayed by pigeons. 

At the theater, Roy Roper, says he's tried such 
methods as spreading a bird-rcpelling oil on the 
ledges and hooking up high-pitched audio equipment 
to drive birds away. Neither succeeded. 

He contends the pigeon problem should be 
addressed both by the owners of affected buildings 
and by city government. 

"To be honest with you, 1 don't know whose 
responsibility It is," says City Manager Tom 
Courtney. "I also don't know how you're supposed to 
get rid of pigeons. Ifs a problem that every town 
has." 

In various cities, pigeons have been killed by 
gunfire and by poisons, biit that tactic often creates 
more headaches than simply tolerating the birds, _ 
accordlnB..tO-Joc-Paclthflm, an animal '"damage- 
control specialist for the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service in Boise.

Esychiatric unit research continues

TWIN FALLS - A p^chiatric unit at Magic 
Valley Memorial Hospital would be welcdmed by 
the area's social agencies and doctors, according to 
preliminary research oo the feasibility of such a 
unit. 

~*H6iirever7lhe"cTOt3df iiistalling'lh^^ 
prohibitive, even if a need exists, says MVMK 
administrator William Bums. 

Nurse Sharon Boone is completlnf; her research 
on the possibility of using the fifth door o( the 
hospital to house up, to 20 psychiatric patients. 
Under the hospital's building and renovation pro- 
ject, the fifth floor will not be used,' except for 
storage, when the project is completed. 

The closed floor was required by state health 



agencies, which claimed that otherwise, the hospl- 
- tal would have too many unused beds. 

Boone will present her findings to the hospital 
board at Its Feb. 22 meeting. Bums said no decision 
will be made for another 60 to 90 days. 

A former psychiatric nurse who has set up and 
run menlal-bealth units, Boone found that the 
hospital annually admits atmut 200 persons who arc 
diagnosed as hAving psychiatric disorders. Other 
-agencies Indicate-that-afi.-ntany-aS'SSO persons a 
month with psychiatric disorders are referred to 
institutions outside the Magic Valley, she said. She 
said she also found widespread support for the unit. ; 

Although no decision has been made, Boone has 
determined that if a unit is installed, It should house 
about 20 patients. Only emergency cases would be 
treated, and patients would stay up to 30 days, 
Long-term patients would be referred to other 
institutions. 

No patients younger than 13 would be admitted, 



and the number of adolescent patients would be 
restricted. It would be a closely monitored — but 
not a locked - unit. 

The fifth flMr now has 36 beds. Arcas/or therapy 
and other aclivities would be set up In- the unused 
space. . ' ■ ; " ' 

Bums said assistant administrator Steve Fisher 
will Ik examining the costs of the unit to prepare 
for a possible certlf lcate^)f-need application. 
--Even i( the uniLscems cost-effect ivc, the hospital 
may consider leasing the space to an outside 
mental health-care program, which would provide 
staff and run the flooi*, Bums said. 
' Boone said one stumbling block to the program is 
the "Catch-22" of psychiatrist recruitment. This 
area has only one psychiatrist, and at least two 
would be needed, she said. Jlowever, a psychiatrist 
would be unlikely to come to the area without a 
psych unit, and a unit would be unlikely to be built 
without another psychiatrial.
